How to listen to Jazz 



m. 



"Where's the melody?" is a frequent question from people 
who are uninitiated to jazz. 

It is true that the composer's melody is played but a 
fraction of the time; what the musicians "do with" that 
melody may improve it or lessen it. But at least they are 
trying. And people do acoept less-than-perfection in most 
things; the best baseball players get but one hit for every 
three "at-bats." 

Listening to jazz takes more effort than most forms of 
music; but doesn't that indicate that there is often more 
there? AlmMt anything worth having is worth some work. 
The following tips should help turn the work to play. And 
that is the secret of all work. 

Ask yourself: What STLYE of jazz is it? What SONG is 
being played? Where is the PLACE? What are the 
INSTRUMENTS and what is each actually DOING? 
"WHAT STYLE OF JAZZ IS TTT 

If a trumpet, clarinet and trombone are weaving happily 
around each other it is DixieUnd. A piano sdoist whose left 
hand is stomping out repetitious eighth-note patterns is 
probably into boogie woogie. 

If the horns are aggressively, choppOy delivering 
cascades of notes that dart about in the IMO's. From 
1949-1954 or so, a strong classical influence imbued the 
"cool" sounds, largely from whites on the West Coast. Then 
Balck players re-acted by putting back blues and ferocity, in 
"funky" jazz. 

Since then, almost anything goes. Avant garde players 
Cecil Taylor. Omett* Coleman and John Coltrane led the 
way into "The New Thing," or "free jazz. Also, rock 
sometimes merges with jazz as it does with everthing else. 
"WHAT SONG IS BEING PLAYEDT 
It is a |rity that so few buidleaders and disc jodceys 
announce song titlM. Is it a 

"standard".. .a pop s(Mig that becune an "evei|;reenV' Or ana 
"instrumental original"... a jazz song not written for w(vds, 
but often by some<»e in the band? 

Or a plain ol' 12 bar blues with no name, and particular 
melody? (A standard or an orifpati could also be based (m 
the blues-chords). Or are they simply "improvising" as they 
go? 
"HOW DO YOU KEEP IBE PLACETT 

The first step is notirinr hnw rhpy ept into thr «^ftnp T>f^ 

the pianist simply play an ascending wpeggio? Or was there 
a four bar intro? Did a horn play a long flow of not*« 
unaccumpamed (a caaenzaX" Ur am iiwy buut. iigni, tm it/ 
During the first "chorus", once-through, they usualfy play 
the wi^ten melody, during which the bass might play the 
first and third beats of each bar, ^tw some <»iiamentation. 
The song is often d2 bars long, but the last ofAe takes up 
bai% 81 and 32; the band usually mains an abrupt "cut" at 
the first beat of bar 31 ; the first sotoist plays unaeeompankd 
for seven beats, and everyone jdss Mm (m he^-eat, of 
bar-one of the seoad chorus, with the bsMrt now plajring 
all fwr be^s of each bar. That is sw^ii^. 

From there on youll hear very Ut^ <rf tlw amponae'B 
version, but if you sing along mentaOy, yrall ko<nr wlwre 
the pla(» is. The improviser is sometiii^ maUng variattois 
mt the melody; usuaUy, however, be » "iraffing" m the 
ONnposer's chord-sequence. In some ma^im pt»q» his

Gnuited these nutritional hint^ aren't earthshattering but 
they do make up a snudl part of some interesting and helpful 
learning for Seatack residents who weekly participate in a 
non-credit workshop in consumer education offered by 
Tidewater Community College at the Seatack Community 
Center. 

These residents are a few of the hundreds who yearly take 
part in the credit and non-credit courses offered throug^unit 
the Beach by TCC. 

Students in the afternoon and evening classes range in age 
from 18 to those in their retirement years. 

Class locations vary as wdl. Currently TCC courses are 
hekl on such off-campus locations as military installations, 
schools, civic centers, libraries and churches.

In its applioition, the Company sutes that the surcharge 
is designed to produce approximately SI17.9 million in addi- 
tional annual groei revenues. Of the SI 17.9 million, approx- 
imately S82.0 million is due to the annual revenue requira- 
ment cieated by the termination of the allowance for funcb 
used during construction and the incrMies in depreciation, in- 
surance expense and taxa. that will take place upon tl» com- 
mercial operation of North Anna Unit 1. The remaining 
S3S.9 million, according to the Company, is requested to off- 
set a decline from the rate of return fo.nd reasonable in VEP- 
CO's last rau case. 

VEPCO contends that the proposed $33.9 million increase 
would amount to an approximate 3.70 percent increase in 
revenues and the S82.0 million increase would amount to an 
approximate 8.47 percent increase in revenues, for an ag- 
gregate increase of approximately 12.17 percent. However, 
VEPCO states that when "the estimated North Anna fuel cost 
savings in the range of S50 million is taken into account, the 
net effect on customers is an incrme of about 7 percent". 

Although VEPCO proposes that the increase become ef- 
fective April 20, 1978, the proposed schedule (Rider G) al- 
lows for implemenutiofl in two steps. The portion of the sur- 
ciarge designed to recover revenue for the coM of N(»th 
Anna Unit I would go into effect only "from and after the 
date that North Anna Unit hgoes into commercial opera- 
tion".

Of the Si 17.9 million, approx- 
imately tt2.0 million is dae to the annual revenue require- 
ment created by the termination of the allowance for funds 
used (hiring construction and the increases in depreciation, in- 
surance expense and tax^, that will Uke place upon the com- 
mercial operatiM of North Anna Unit 1. The remaining 
S35.9 million, according to the Company, is requested to off- 
set a decline from the rate of return found reawnable in VEP- 
CO's last rate case. 

VEPCO contends that the proposed S3S.9 million increase 
would amount to an af^roximate 3.70 percent increase in 
revenues and the S82.0 million increase would amount to an 
approximate 8.47 percent increase in revenues, for an ag- 
greg^ increase d' a|H)roximately 12.17 percent. However, 
VEPCO sUtes that when "the estima^ North Anna fuel cost 
savings in the range of SSO million is taken into account, the 
net effect on customers is an incmse oi about 7 percent". 

Although VEPCO proposes that the increase beoome ef- 
fective April 20, 1978, the proposed sch«iule (Rider G) al- 
lows for imiriementttion in two steps.

Coronary Risk Screening held at Beacli Generai 



A free screening for Coronary Risk Factors will be held 
on Sunday, Bfarch 19 at General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach. 

Its purpose is to find persons who may not know they 
have conditions that could lead to heart attack or stroke, 
and send; those perscms to their own physicians for 
treatment. 

The tes^ will be given between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. in 
the hospital's North Wing Conference Room. Included 
will be an educational film, weight and blood pressure 
checks'* a fitness test on a bicycle ergometer and three 
blood tests for those who desire them and are willing to 
fast for 12 hours before coming to the screening. A

The kcation and major design features far 0.7 of a mile of 
Lynnhaven Parkway in Virginia Beach were approved hut 
TInirsday by the Virginia Highway and Transportation 
Commission. 

Thb segment is designated as Phase III of a pin to 
improve and iqwrade Lynnhaven Parkway. Other sections 
have already been completed and are open to traffic. 

This prcsect, which wiD convert the fodlity into a 
four-hme roadway, begms at the existing fov-lane section 
just mrtlKast of Hdhmd Road and ends ttt the foir-lane 
segment just northeast of Kings Arms Drive. 

The taqn'ovemeitt will have two 12-foot lanes for each 
directiOB of traffic, with curb and gutter on botb sides and 
sidewalks where needed. 

The two roadways will be sepatated Iqr a 24-foot-wide 



raised median, except at London* ftidge Oeek, where the 
median will be narrowed tO 16 foet on the taldge. 

Leh-turn lanes and crossovers will be provided at all 
intersections etcept Stratford Hafl £Wve. AocMS t« and 
from this street will.be provided by an around^he -Mode 
arrangement. 

Traffic studies have shown that 12,000 vehkdes a day used 
this fiuaUty; tbe antteipated traffic volume in 1996 b 29.S0O 
vehides a day. 

The project is estimated to cost $1 .3 mfflkn. wtth the city 
paying 15 per cent of the utility adjustment cost and 10 per 
cent of tbe constriction cost. The balance of the project wifl 
be fiiwiced with state urban ftmds.
